Chicago,. September 26.—Declaring 
Senator Robert lw La Follette, of Wis- 
consin, to “be the most sinister foe of 
democracy in this country,” Theodore 
Roosevelt, in a speech on “The Children 
of the Melting Pot,” here tonight de- 
nounced pacifists and unpreparedness. 

After his address, which was received 
with great enthusiasm, the meeting, 
held under the auspices of the National 
Security league adopted a resolution 
offered by Bishop Samuel Fallows and 
seconded by Judge Jacob M. Dickinson, 
former secretary of war, condemning 
the Wisconsin senator for his recent 
public utterances and deqlaring him 
“unworthy to represent the loyal peo- 
ple of America.”

Freight Train Has Rear- 
End Collision With Switch 
Engine — Victims Rushed 
to Atlanta Hospital. 


Seven men were injured, and an 
engine and a box car were practically 
destroyed by fire iast night, as the re- 
sult of two wrecks, the first occurring 
early at night on the Southern when a 
work train from Camp Gordon was de- 
ratied near the Brookwood bridge, and 
the second late at night on the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad tracks. 

In the -wreck on the Western and 
Atlantic tracks, three men were in- 
jured, an engine was burned and a 
box car loaded with canned prunes 
was destroyed by fire. 

The accident happened near the Mari- 
etta street bridge crossing of the W. & 
A. R. R. tracks when a local Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis freight 
train pulling five cars had a rear-end

From European Cables o8 
the Day.)—Field Marshal Haig’s men 
again are striking in Flanders and the 
force of their blow, like those that 
have preceded it, is meeting with good 
results on a front of nearly six miles. 

Notwithstanding the necessity of 
carrying the battle to Crown Prince 
Rupprecht across uninviting ground— 
virtually a morass owing to recent 
rains—and against the inevitable con- 
crete and steel redoubts and woods 
and shell-craters teeming with rapid- 
fire guns—the English, Scotch and 
Australasian troops have snatched val- 
uable vantage points from the Germans 
but not without terrific opposition.

“OVER THE TOP” 
BRITISH DASHED, 
AS DAY DAWNED 


British Front in France and Belgium, 
September 26.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Another heavy attack was 
delivered by the British at daybreak 
today against, the German positions 
east of Ypres and early reports showed 
that the assaulting troops had pushed 
the army out of many important posl- 
tions. ‘The offensive was started along 
the greater part of the line that the 
British reached in last Thursday's bat- 
tle. extending from east of St. Julien 
to southwest of Gheluvelt. 

Along the northwestern half of the 
line of attackiéthe British success was 
marked, but meager details have been 
received from the sector of Polygon 
wood and south of that place. On the 
north an advanee of from a thousand 
to 1,200 yards was made quickly at 
numerous places, and it was reported 
that strong British troops were én- 
gaged in fierce fighting only a few 
hundred vards west of Zonnebeke. 

The Germans are resisting desperate- 
ly and along a front of about a thoue 
sand yards astride the Ypres-Menin 
road a terrific struggle has been pro- 
ceeding. 

Important Points Involved. 
important points involved 
offensive, as was the case 
lay directly east of the 
city of Ypres, between the Y pres-Rou- 
lers railway and the Ypres-Menin 
highway. Here are situated those 
strongly held elevations that still re- 
main to the Germans out of the numer- 
ous ridges and forests which formed a 
vital part of their defense in this sec- 
tion of Belgium 

Last Thursday they suffered a crush- 
ing blow in the loss of such strong- 
holds as Anzac, Nun's wood, Glencorse 
wood and Inverness copse, and now 
an ever-rising tide is reaching out for 
still more. Australian, Scotch and Eng- 
lish troops this morning were pushing 
out into a difficult country, over 
ground still sodden rains and 
floods. among concrete and steel re- 
doubts heavily armed with machine 
guns, over elevations and through bits 
of wood choked with rapid firers. They 
might fail in their object and still have 
covered themselves with glory. 

The Germans undoubtedly knew that 
the attack was pending, and it is prob- 
able that their heavy counter-attacks 
yesterday and last night against the 
British positions on the ridge east of 
Ypres, between Polygon wood and 
Tower Hamiets were carried out in 
an attempt to frustrate the British 
plan. The battle started here yester- 
dav continued with great fury all night 
and it was along this bit of front that 
the bitterest work was being done this 
morning. 

Guns of All Calibers at Work. 

The British artillery had been pound- 
ing the whole front ef the new offen- 
sive for days, but last night a concen- 
trated fire was turned on that section 
where the counter attacks were made, 
and the entire ground was torn and 
emashed. together with the men who, 
hidden under sparse shelter, were en- 
deavoringe to hold this point of van- 
tage. Guns of all caliber came to the 
assistance of the infantry here, and the 
bombardment for long periods 
maintained with drumfire intensity. 

The Australians, north of Polygon 
wood, and Scotch and English to 
the north of the Anzach appear to have 
met with nothing like the opposition 
encountered to the south. The Germans 
replied very weakly to the British bom- 
bardment prior to the attack north of 
the Ypres-Houlers railway. 

The enemy's main efforts early 
day were directed against the 
on. the right of the offensive.

“Our attack this morning was deliv- 
ered on a total front of nearly six 
niles from south of Tower Hamlets to 
east of St. Julien.

“Later in the day the enemy deliv- 
ered a series of heavy counter-attacks 
along our new front, resulting in hard 
fighting, which is still continuing at 
certain points. 

“South of the Ypres-Menin road an 
attack carried out by English troops 
successfully completed the capture of 
the Tower Hamlets spur and gained 
possession of strong German field 
works on its eastern slopes, which 
formed our objectives. 

“A powerful counter-attack in the 
direction of Ghelvelt was repulsed. 

“On the right of our main attack, 
north of the Ypres-Menin road our 
troops met obstinate resistance, and 
heavy fighting took place in the area 
across which the enemy counter-at- 
tacked yesterday. After a severe strug~ 
gle lasting throughout the greater part 
of the day, English and Scottish bat- 
talions drove the enemy from his posi- 
tions and accomplished the task allot- 
ted to them of securing the flank of 
our principal attack. 

“In their advance our troops relieved 
two companies of Argyll 
land Highlanders, who had held out 
with great gallantry during the night 
in a forward position in which they 
had been isolated oy the enemy's at- 
tack yesterday morning. 

“In the afternoon the enemy deliver- 
ed another counter attack in great 
strength in this sector, where _ fierce 
fighting is still continuing. 

“Farther north Australian troops 
cleared the remainder of Polygon wood 
and captured a German trench system 
to the east of it, which formed their 
objective for the day.

took final action to remove him from 
office. 

Announcement was made by the 
former governor that he will go before 
the people of the state for vindication 
and restoration to office. 

In his letter of resignation the form- 
er governop said, in part: 

“In order that I might have sufficient 
time and proper opportunity to pre- 
sent the merits of my candidacy for 
the office of governor of Texas for a 
third term and in order that there may 
be no interference with the right of 
the people to elect me to that office, 
which belongs to the people, I hereby 
tender my resignation as governor of 
Texas, same to take effect immediately. 

“I take this action only because I 
have been reliably informed that the 
senate of the state of Texas is attempt- 
ing to pass some pretended and illegal 
order or judgment for the purpose of 
preventing the people of Texas from 
electing me governor for a third term 
and to prevent my holding of said of- 


fice by virtue of their election.” 

Continuing Mr. Ferguson charged 
that his impeachment was brought 
about by a combination of politicians, 
lobbyists and others and that he wag 
not tried by an impartial court. 

“I was denied the right to question 
the senators as to: prejudices against 
me or even to object to my political 
and personal enemies sitting in judg- 
ment of my case,” Ferguson states in 
his resignation.

The start will be made early 
on the morning of October 11. Colonel 
Alexander, in command of the first bat- 
talion, Seventeenth infantry, regulars, 
at Fort McPherson, will furnish a de- 
tail of two squads of suldiers to ac- 
company the trucks.

ORDERED TO CANE 


All Certified Men Who 
Have Remained at Home 
Pending Appeals Must Go 
Immediately to Canton- 
ment. 


Orders for all men who had been cer- 
tified who were allowed to remain 
temporarily at home pending the out- 
come of their appeals for exemption to 
the governor to report for military serv- 
ice were issued Wednesday through Ma- 
jor Joel B. Mallett, assistant to acting 
Adjutant General M. J. Daniel. The 
order was sent toe local exemption 
boards, who were told to instruct the 
certified men to report at division 
headquarters at once. From there they 
will be sent to Camp Gordon. 

The order affects about one hundred 
men, eight of whom are Atlantans, Mar- 
Shall C. McKenzie, James Guy Jouet, 
Lester H. Geiger and Fred LaFayette 
Windham, ot division No. Dan B. 
Moore, of division No. 2; M. Molesky and 
Nelson C. Geise, of division No. 3, and 
J..N. Norman, of division No. 6. 

Order From Daniel. 

The order for the mobilization 
these men reads as follows: 

“On September 21 you were directed 
by order of the governor to hold in 
abeyance the order to report for mili- 
tary service of (name, serial number 
and order number inserted). This order 
of the governor is hereby rescinded and 
you are ordered by the governor and the 
provost marshal general to notily 
(name inserted) to report for military 
service and forward immediately the 
said person to Camp Gordon. 

(Signed) “M. J. DANIEL, 

“Acting Adjutant General.” 

This order followed directions from 
General Crowder issued Tuesday to the 
effect that after a man has been sum- 
moned to report for military service 
he has no further appeal to anyone and 
cannot be removed except upon the or- 
der of the secretary of war. All the 
men the Wednesday order affects were 
to have reported to Camp Gordon be- 
tween September 19 and September 22. 
There being some doubt as to the right 
of the governor to reopen the case, Gov- 
ernor Dorsey asked local boards to hold 
the men who had been appealing to him 
in statu quo and telegraphed the pro- 
vost marshal general] for directions. 

Up to Secretary of War. 

General Crowder’s reply made it plain 
that the governor could not take a 
hand after the men had been called for 
military service. The only action the 
governor can take now is to request 
that cases be reopened only where 
boards have promulgated rulings of 
their own in plain contravention of the 
regular rulings of the government. 
Thus he could ask for a rehearing of a 
number and class of cases, but could 
not ask rehearing of an individual case 
on its merits. 

In the’cases of the men who are now 
being ordered inte camp the secretary 
of war will himself take a hand in the 
event that it becomes apparent that 
there is hardship because they have 
been unjustly inducted into the service, 
A method of correcting such mistakes 
is now being devised by department of- 
ficials in Washington in order to give 
the men every opportunity, although

‘the exact method will not become known 


in detail until it is officially approved 
by Secretary of War Baker. 
None of the boards in the city re- 


ceived instructions Wednesday to noti-

He was again 
pronounced fit by the district board and 
the case was appealed to the governor 
and Geise was held up with seven other 
young Atlantans pending advices from 
Washington.

General West Reminisces In 
Congratulating Constitution 


Editor Constitution: I cannot let the day 
pass without conveying to you my hearty 
congratulations on the splendid issue of your 
paper of today—its fiftieth anniversary and 
“Jubilee” issue. The great changes shown 
therein is a revelation, telling the world of 
the wonderful progress of Atlanta during 
the life-time of The Constitution. I have 
been an eye-witness to the facts set forth 
therein, and wish to bear testimony to the 
history of this record-making time and to 
assure you that no foree nor work of any 
man or set of men, nor any organization, 
has done much as The Constitution to 
make Atlanta the wonderful city that it is. 

I was particularly interested in the pic- 
ture showing the position of Captain Evan 
P. Howell's battery in the battle of the 20th 
of July, 1864—that picture is absolutely cor- 
rect, and the position it occupied in that 
battle is now marked by a plank nailed to 
the white oak tree in the front yard of Mr. 
Jack J. Spalding’s residence. 

The effective work done by Howell's bat- 
tery in that battle prevented the federal 
army from crossing Peachtree creek. Cap- 
tain Howell held his position and remained 
steadfast at his post. At that time I was 
serving on the ataff of General Carter L. 
Stevenson, at 4 o’clock on the morning 
of the 22d of July, 1864, with the great bat- 
tle of Atlanta imminent and -which was 
fought that day. I was directed by General 
Stevenson to proceed with all haste under 
orders to Captain Howell to rush his bat- 
tery rapidly to the front, which he did, 
enabling him to take a conspicuous part in 
the battle of July 22d, 1864. Returning in 
company with Captain John P. C. Whitehead, 
adjutant general of Stovall's brigade, the 
heavens above us and around us were filled 
with flying and bursting shells, one explod- 
ing near us at the point about where the 
Georgian Terrace hotel and Ponce de Leon 
apartments now stand, killing Captain 


Whitehead’s horse.

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POLICE CHIEF URGED TO STOP SALE‘ 
OF FRUIT AND GROCERIES ON SUNDAY 


As a part of its plan to bring about a 
cessation of the sale on Sunday of groceries 
and fruits, a committee of merchants from 
the Atlanta Retail Grocers and Butchers’ 
association has secured data on a number of 
places which have been violating the Sun- 
day law and has submitted a report to Chief 
of Police William Mayo, asking that the po- 
lice force put a stop to the practice. - 

A committee from the association called 
on Chief Mayo on September 19 and received 
his assurance that the fruit stands and 
delicatessen shops which were violating the 
Sunday law would be closed. Following this 
assurance, a representative of the grocers’ 
association has secured proof that various 
stands are violating the law and the com- 
mittee has submitted his findings to the 
police department by a letter written to the 
chief Wednesday. 

Want Places Closed. 

The grocers request the chief to see that 
the places pointed out to him, and other 
violators, are not allowed to open their shops 
on next Sunday. The letter to Chief Mayo 
gives a number of specific violators, and 
adds: ’ 

‘In addition \to the places mentioned, 
there are dozens of smaller fruit stands, deli- 
Catessen shops, etc., scattered all over the 
residence districts that openly violate the 
law every Sunday. We insist that the Sun- 
day selling law be vigorously and impartially 
enforced. 

“We are writing,” the letter continues, 
“to ask that you kindly advise us definitely 
as to whether or not these places will be al- 
lowed to open on next Sunday. In this mat- 
ter there can be no possible argument as to 
the law regarding restaurants. As we under- 
Stand the law, restaurants are allowed to

open Sunday, but everything sold by them is 
to be consumed on the place, and delicates- 
sen shops operated in connection with res- 
taurants are not allowed to open and do 
business. 

“We do not wish to make any suggestions to 
you whatever in regard to how to enforce 
the Sunday selling law, but it does seem 
to us that the violation of this law is so open 
that it is very easy to see and ascertain, and 
that each patrolman should be held respon- 
sible for the violations on his individual 
beat. 

Were Open Last Sunday. 

“None of the places mentioned in this let- 
ter as open on Sunday, the 23d, were covered 
in the special permit given by the honorable 
mayor for certain Jewish stores to stay open 
only on Sunday the 16th and 23d to sell cer- 
tain articles for religious observance. 

“We are willing to give you the fullest 
co-operation to enforce the Sunday selling 
laws, and would be glad for any suggestions 
from you. If necessary, we are willing for 
our own investigators to report these cases, 
also our attorneys and members to press 
the cases. However, we think that it is not 
up to the committee to do this, but that the 
police on each beat should enforce this law, 
and if you think best we will call the at- 
tention of the gramd jury to each individual 
violator of this law, asking for indictment 
in each case,”

Judge W. H. Jackson, concerning whom 
the Colombian correspondent of The Star and 
Herald writes, is a brother of Henry S. Jack- 
son, of Atlanta, ang has been for several 
years United States judge of the district 
court of the canal gone. Both he and Mrs. 
Jackson are well known in Atlanta, where 
they have been frequent visitors. 

The Star and Herald correspondent says: 

“Always, in speaking of North American 
culture with friend, the name of Judge W. H. 
Jackson would be on the lips of everyone 
to express that he was the highest exponent 
of that culture. Once I read in a local pa- 
per something that was being written about 
Judge Jackson, and each day, and with these 
and other details, my curiosity and my de- 
sire of knowing him Kept increasing. 

“One afternoon I stated to a friend my 
desire, and this friend, obligingly, proposed 
that I gratify the desire at once, by inviting 
me tu accompany him that same afternoon 
on a visit the superior judge of the ca- 
nal zone. It has always said that 
private residences or offices reflect 
in all their details taste of the 
persona occupying them. The office of 
Judge Jackson reflects, as in ai é$ large 
looking-glass, the soul and the tastes of the 
occupant. «+ The most perfect order prevails 
there, light floods the room and makes the 
furniture therein glisten with an attractive 
brilliancy. On his desk codes and reviews 
in Ienglish alternate with books and Spanish 
and South American authors. Even geog- 
raphy by a countryman of mine exhibits 
there its blue cover. 

“Judge Jackson, after a short, pleasant 
conversation, with extreme delicacy, Know- 
ing that the book contained vignettes which 


reproduce some places of native ancestral 
domains, took up the book, turned over its 
pages, and said to me: ‘Look at some pic- 
tures of your country; it is very beautiful.’ 

“l knew how to appreciate this delicacy, 
and again saw, as in recollections of the 
misty past, the cathedral, the business sec- 
tion, the parks, and a typical carnival with 
its festivity of crazy colors and bells. 

“Judge Jackson manifests his decided sym- 
pathy for the Spanish language, and defer- 
ence for the Latin race. He takes pleasure 
in counting a number of Colombians among’ 
his most highly appreciated friends. 

“In speaking of the current of cordiality 
which is beginning to issue forth in Colom- 
bia for the United States, a current which 
is being manifested in the press of the coun- 
try, he expresses his pleasure thereat, and 
reminded me that it was due to the broad- 
mindedness of President Wilson. 

“The accurate data which Judge Jackson 
gave in regard to Colombia in the most 
correct Spanish surprised me. Fe then 
spoke to me of Spanish authors and cited 
Blasco Ibanez and Juan Valera, and also 
praised ‘Maria,’ by Isaacs. 

“When I arose to go Mr. Jackson invited 
me to his house. I accepted the invitation, 
and in a few minutes we arrived there. 
From the moment one crosses the threshold 
of the Jackson residence there comes. the 
impression that a great lady has placed in 
each detail her artistic sense as well as 
that of a refined and cultured woman. 

‘In the frame of a valuable mirror ar- 
tistically finished, there is reproduced the 
American coat-of-arms, crowned by the 
American eagle. On the walls hang ar- 
tistic medallions, small reproductions of 
Raphael, one of them, the ‘Madonna,’ being a 
surprising work of color perfection. I also 
admired two oil paintings of Josephine, such 
as in the happy days of the First Empire 
she is represented; the Greek tunic loosely 
encircling the bust, and the noble straight 
folds which scarcely permit the delineation 
of slight outlines. 

“After a few minutes Mr. Jackson entered 
greeting me most graciously, and escorted me 
to a spring gallery where the verdure of 
the plants is everywhere conspicuous, We 
then entered upon the most pleasant and 
agreeable conversation. One can detect in 
Mrs. Jackson the influence that a French 
education is strongly characterized in her. 
She understands the art of making a con- 
versation interesting, however heavy it may 
be. She divides with charming skill her at- 
tention among the visitors, and does not al- 
low the interest to lag for a single instant. 
She speaks Spanish as well as her husband, 
and upon one of the visitors taking the lib- 
erty of making a jest with regard to her 
diction, she smiled and gracefully replied: 
‘In what language do you wish me to speak 
to you?’ And it is not a mere jest, Mrs. 
Jackson speaks four languages. 

“T separated, almost with sorrow, from 
such amiable people, carrying with me the 
most pleasant and lasting impressions of 
them.

Pain or distress referred to the sup- 
posed situation of the stomach, together with 
the oppression of “gas” and great eructa- 
tions, are likewise no evidence that the pa- 
tient has acute indigestion. To call such an 
attack, or any similar disturbance, “acute 
indigestion” is merely a confession of ig- 
norance or indifference. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Lime and Tuberculosis. 


Please give me the scientific explanation 
of the fact that the taking of calcium or 
lime in medicine enables the body to resist 
<j eras tuberculosis infection. (R. 
 ANSW'ER—There ie no reason to believe 
it does. Careful anlyses of the calcium or 
lime in the blood of many patients suffer- 
ing from various stages of tuberculosis 
showed that the quantity present bore no 
relation to the patient’s resistance or the 
healing process. If the body fails to deposit 
lime salts in and about a tubercular focus 
it is because of other reasons than any lack 
of lime in the system. Ordinary foods, such 
as milk, bread, vegetables and fruits, supply 
ample calcium g#alts or lime in the most 
readily assimilable form. Certain calcium 
compounds are sometimes prescribed to op- 
pose bleeding, as alkalies, etc, but not te 
help the healing process. 

Yeast vs. Baking Powder. 

Is graham bread, raised with bakin 
powder, as healthful as when raised wit 
yeast” Is citric acid (made from lemons) as 
healthful as lemon juice in salads, etc? If 
so, what proportion of acid and water should 
be used” 

ANSWER—Yes. 2. Perhaps, but we have 
a preference for the original juice. 3. A tea- 
spoonful of powdered or granular citric acid 
in a cup of water would be about right.

Interesting Figures Showing 
Foreign Purchasers War Bonds 


To ascertain the extent to which railroad 
employees of foreign birth subscribed to the 
first Liberty Loan, a special investigation 
has been completed on the directly operated 
lines of the Pennsylvania railroad east of 
Pittsburg and ‘Erie. The result of this in- 
quiry shows that out of a total of 160,127 
employees, in all departments, 25,827 were 
born in foreign countries. There were, 
among all the employees—both native and 
foreign born—652,782 subscriptions, totaling 
more than $3,400,000. 

Nearly one in three of the foreign-born 
employees was found to have been a Liberty 
Bond purchaser. The exact number of sub- 
scribers of alien birth was 8,146, or almost 
82 per cent of the total foreign born. This 
was within 2 per cent of the proportion of 
employees of American birth who subscribed. 

The inquiry also brought out the inter- 
esting fact that there are, in the service 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, men of forty- 
two different nationalities, besides native- 
born Americans; and members of thirty alien 
races were included among the buyers of 
Liberty Bonds. 

The Italian race furnished the largest 
number of foreign-born employees on the 
Pennsylvania railroad, the number being 
8,365, or practically one-third of all the alien- 
born. Thirty-two per cent of the Italrans, 
or a total of 2,725 employees, bought Liberty 
Bonds. 

The inquiry brought out the important 
fact that since the fall of 1914, the Penn- 
sylvania lines east of Pittsburg have sus- 
tained a net loss of 7,977 employees of for- 
eign birth, as a result of men returning to 
their native countries for military service, 
or obtaining employment elsewhere in Amer- 
ica, attracted by the higher wages offered 
by industries which have been able to take 
advantage of economic conditions,

Interlocutory Injunction Is 
Granted Against City Wa- 
ter Board on Petition of 
Merchants of Atlanta. 


An interlocutory injunction restrain- 
ing the city water board from fur- 
nishing water from the city mains to 
the Ashford Park corporation was 
granted by Judge George L. Bell, of 
superior court, Wednesday morning. 

This action of the court is consid- 
ered a great victory for the Atlanta 
merchants who have been seeking to 
prevent the city furnishing water for 
the proposed commercial center be- 
tween Camp Gordon and Atlanta, since 
the water board is restrained by the 
injunction from furnishing water until 
the matter has been finally decided, 
and even if an appeal is taken, it will 
be months before the last court step 
is taken. 

A temporary injunction and restrain- 
ing order was granted by Judge Bell 
upon the filing of the petition by the 
Merchants on Friday of last week. 

Judge Bells Order. 

Judge Bell's order is as follows: 

“This case coming on to be heard, and 
after hearing the same, it is upon consider- 
ation thereof considered and adjudged by 
the court that the interlocutory injunction 
be and the samme is hereby granted, and the 
restraining order heretofore granted be, and 
is, continued of force."’ 

Attorney Charles T. Hopkins, counsel 
for the Ashford Park corporation, stat- 
ed after being informed of the court's 
decision, that the Ashford Park corpo- 
ration was not dependent upon the city 
for its water supply and that the de- 
velopment of the project would go for- 
ward as planned. Mr. Hopkins stated 
that one well had already been bored 
and that another was planned, so that 
an adequate water supply would be ob- 
tained. 

The fight over the furnishing of wa- 
ter to the Ashford Park corporation 
from the city mains. began several 
weeks ago following the action of the 
city water board in granting permis- 
sion to the corporation to tap the 
Peachtreet Water company’s main. 

The Retail Merchants’ Association of 
Atlanta at once opened a vigorous fight 
on the action of the water board in 
order to prevent the city giving its aid 
to afoncern which proposed to estab- 
lish a commercial center between Camp 
Gordon and Atlanta, which would take 
@way trade which ought to come to 
Atlanta, in view of the fact that mer- 
chants of the city have been heavily 
taxed for the purpose of laying the 
Main to Camp Gordon. 

Action Declared Illegal. 

The merchants contended before the 
court that the action of the water 
board was illegal in that the board had 
no authority to extend water privileges 
to those outside of the city limits, city 
council having sole authority in such 
matters. Council, at a recent meeting, 
went on record as being opposed to 
water being furnished from the city 
mains to the Ashford Park corporation. 

W. Zode Smith, manager of the wa- 
terworks, has declared that the tapping 
of the Peachtree mains might prove the 
“straw that breaks the camel's back,” 
as the pumping equipment is already 
severely taxed. 

No announcement has been made by 
attorneys for the Ashford Park corpo- 
ration as to whether the matter will 
be carried to the higher courts. 

Attorneys Robert C. & Philip H. 
Alston and Harrison Jones represented 
the petitioning merchants at the hear- 
ing before Judge Bell, and Attorneys 
Charles T. & John I. Hopkins appeared 
for the Ashford Park corporation, while 
Assistant City Attorney Sam Hewlett 
appeared for the water commissioners.

Here is where the big argument 
starts. 

A@mirers of the Great Zim will 
rise up on their hind legs and 
howl when they see the figures 
that prove beyond doubt that Buck 
Weaver is a better third baseman 
for the purposes of this series than 
the ex-Cub, now Giant, is. Yet 
he is. 

To tell the truth, I started com- 
piling figures on the third base- 
men who are to engaged in the 
world’s series with the set idea that 
they would show Zimmerman the 
better man. Instead, they persist- 
ed in turning to Weaver—on inside 
ball, on base-running, on run-get- 
ting, and on the finer points of the 
offensive work. At that, the fig- 
ures show the two men rating 
close together, and the dope, com- 
pared with my dope of two years 
ago and of last spring, shows that 
both men have been steadily im- 
proving as ball plavers. 

Those who object to the compar- 
ative rating will not be the ones 
who have watched Weaver play 
ball this past season. He has been 
recognized as a good player ever 
since he joined the White Sox—a 
man of nerve and courage anda lot 
of baseball sense—but never, until 
this season, has he made good on 
the promise. He came near being 
spoiled, because he was carrying 
too many side lines that interfered 
with baseball. When he finally de- 
cided his business was to play 
baseball and devote all his time 
and thoughts to it, he made good 
at once. This season he has been 
a transformed player. To his work 
and to his influence upon other 
players, more than to any one ele- 
ment in the team (with the possti- 
ble exception of Schalk), is due the 
success of the club. 


White Sox Not “Smart.” 

You must Know, if you have 
studied the American league cham- 
pions carefully, that they cannot 
be rated as a “smart” ball club. 
This does not necessarily mean the 
players are unintelligent, because 
the smartest man in the world 
may look like a dummy on the 
ballfield. But the %Vhite Sox have 
not that fine finish and the quick 
thinking that usually is found in 
championship clubs. Some of them 
possess this spirit and the brains 
to direct and handle the situation. 

Schalk and Weaver have proved 
themselves the real leaders of the 
team. With either out of action, 
the spirit of the club seemed to 
ebb away suddenly. True, late in

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the season when Weaver was off 
with a broken finger, McMullen de- 
veloped some of the same quali- 
ties. When Weaver broke his fin- 
ger, it seemed as though the heart 
went out of the White Sox, and 
they had a disastrous slump, until 
they discovered McMullen was not 
going to throw away their pen- 
nant. Then their nerve returned 
again. . 

I was compelled, in grading 
Weaver, to dock him 20 points in 
defensive work because of that 
broken finger. He will not be quite 
as good in defensive work as he 
would have had the accident not 
happened. However, he_ will be 
there, fighting and hustling, cheer- 
ing up his fellows and fighting it 
out to the end. He has nerve and 
courage in addition to brains and 
pep. 

Weaver is not the hitter that 
Zimmerman is, nor can he drive a 
ball as hard, yet he outrates Zim 
in the attacking end of the game— 
first, because he is much better on 
the bases, runs with as much speed, 
if not more, and with much great- 
er judgment. Also, he scores a 
much larger number of runs per 
hit than does his rival. It may be 
claimed that Zimmerman’s position 
in the New York batting list is one 
cause for the few runs he scores, 
but Weaver bats in the same rela- 
tive position, and with quite as 
weak batters behind him. I had to 
diz back through the scores of 
dozens of games to find out how 
these two men have scored their 
runs, and I find that Weaver has 
scored largely through his own ef- 
forts. Evidence is found in the 
scores, too, indicating that Mc- 
Graw has held Zimmerman in check 
on the bases and not permitted him 
to run at will, or wildly,as he did 
so often when he was a member 
of the Chicago Cubs. 


Zimmerman Perfect Phystealty. 

Zimmerman is a pecullar propo- 
sition. He is one of the most per- 
fect specimens of human being ever 
discovered, physically speaking. 
He has strength, speed, perfect 
muscles, and a fine arm. He ought 
to have been the greatest infield- 
er the game ever has Known, but 
he never has been, nor until he 
joined the Giants has he been a 
valuable man. 

A study of his career with the 
Cubs indicates he lost more rames 
for the team than he won. He has 
lost several this season, but he 
has helped wonderfully in the 
winning end, and he has plaved 
consistent and steady ball, hit with 
better judgment, made fewer 
breaks on the bases, and his fail- 
ure to score runs on his own ac- 
count has largely been offset by 
the number he has been driving 
home. It was a legend in Chicago 
that Zim conld not hit in a pinch, 
nor did he. He has done much bet- 
ter in that respect since he be- 
came a Giant. 

Perhaps it is unkind 
Zim'’s Chicago experiences He 
came to the Cubs when they were 
at their best—a raw, green boy 
overflowing with health and spir- 
its, joining a crowd of good fel- 
lows who Knew how to take care 
of themselves, and yet have all the 
fun in sight. Zimmerman wanted 
to have as much fn as anyone. 
He never took baseball seriously, 
and, being one of the best fellows 
ins the world, willing to oblige or 
do anything anvone suggested, he 
permitted his friends (?) to keep 
him in hot water most of the time. 

Remember, he was little more 
than a kid, in spite of his mag- 
nificent build, and that the fans 
who want to be friendly with ball 
players often lead them astray. 

All the time Zimmerman had a 
desire to lay in New York, his 
home. He nursed that desire until, 
in the end, it became a desire to 
get away from Chicago. He felt 
misunderstood, and, in a way, 
abused. It is certain that several 
of the managers of the Cubs did 
not understand Zim or know how 
to handle him. They said he was 
a hard man to handle. Foolish! 
Why, if I was unfortunate enough 
to be a manager, I'd hire twenty- 
five Zims and manage them with- 
out trouble. And, oh, boy, what a 
time we'd have. 

McGraw evidently knows exactly 
how to manage Zim. He has had 

ood and faithful service from him. 

im is getting older, he sees the 
little blunders into which he was 
ted, or into whfch he leaped. He 
is a much-improved ball player. 
Of his worst old traits, only one 


to recall) 
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remains, and that is a tendency to 
run wild on the bases. 


Great Things Expected. 


Zimmerman is Hable to cut a 
large figure in the coming series. 
The White Sox pitchers think they 
know his batting style, and woe be 
unto any pitcher who gets that idea. 
Zim has learned to hit good balls, 
but he still possesses that terrific 
wallop when he takes a crack at a 
high or a wide one. He drives 
with tremendous power, and one 
wallop, such as he makes, is very 
liable to upset a gare, or decide 
a series. 

The Giants, for some reason, 
never have been a base-running 
ball club. Evidently McGraw does 
not believe in bhase-running as a 
means of run-getting as a regular 
diet. His team _ sacrifices, plays 
hit-and-runs, and shifts styles of 
attack perhaps more than any club 
in the country. McGraw is re- 
sourceful. His base-running theory 
may be the reason for the small 
number of stolen bDases Zimmerman 
has accredited to him this season. 
He has stolen about one-third of 
what he used to steal with the 
Cubs—and that may also account 
for the small number of bad breaks 
he has made on the bases. 

In the field, Zimmerman stops 
more vicious drives than does his 
rival, makes more sensational 
stops, but he does not get the 
jump on a ground ball as qnuick- 
ly, nor does he come in oar cut 
across in front of the shortstop 
with as quick a start. Zimmer- 
man is a shade the better at throw- 
ing. 

Both Badly Placed. 

T always have been of the optn- 
fon that neither of these men 
should have been third basemen— 
that is, that their talents are rath- 
er wasted in that position. A third 
baseman averages only about 
three and a third chances per 
game through a season, while a 
shortstop and second baseman get 
more than double that number of 
opportunities. It seems a shame 
for men of their flelding ability to 
be tin a position where so few 
chances to show that ability are 
offered. However, do not rate the 
importance of a third baseman by 
the number of chances he_ gets, 
without considering the kind of 
chances they are. 

A drive that gets through a third 
baseman, rolls onto foul ground 
and along the stands, usually is 
worth two or three bases, while a 
ball hit through second or short 
seldom goes for more than one 
base. In stopping those vicious 
drives down the line that would 
be extra-base hits, Zimmerman has 
a shade the advantage, and is en- 
titled to the points I have added 
on that score. 

This completes the study of the 
rival infields. Tomorrow we will 
compare the infields as wholes, 
with reference to their team work, 
and see which of the aspirants has 
the better inner wall of defense.

He is only 23 years old and 
never wore major league spikes 
before 1915, yet he is the heaviest 
hitter of the White Sox crew. 

In spite of his comparative in- 
experience, however, he is ex-

Felch became a professional 
ball player through chance. He 
is a carpenter by trade, a wrestler 
by inclination and a ball player 
by profession.

Athens, Ga., September 26.—(Special.) 
At the regular “college night” meeting, 
Which is held annually at the Univer- 
Sity of Georgia, Professor Sanford, after 
talks had been made for different col- 
lege activities by representative men, 
explained why it was impracticable for 
Georgia to have varsity football this 
year. He impressed upon the students 
the magnitude of the great war in 
which we are now engaged.

TAFT LEADS UNITARIANS 
TO SUPPORT OF ThE WAR 


Montreal, September 26.—The gen- 
eral conference of Unitarian and other 
Christian churches, at its twenty- 
seventh annual session here today, re- 
pudiated by an overwhelming vote a 
“pacifist” resolution concerning the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
war, and followed the leadership of 
former President William H. Taft in 
adopting a resolution approving Presi- 
dent Wilson's action and declaring that 
“the war must be carried to a success- 
ful issue.” 

Mr. Taft’s resolution, which was car- 
ried by a vote of 236 to 9, was adopted 
after a spirited controversy. 

Mr. Taft, who is president of the 
conference, precipitated the issue after 
Rey. John Hayne Holmes, of New York 
city, as chairman of the conference 
council, had presented a report assert- 
ing that “the majority of Unitarlans 
accept the conflict as an ugly plece 
of business which must be done,” and 
urging “full, free and fair statements 
of all points of view on this momentous 
event.’ 

Three members of the council, Rev. 
Richard W. Boyaton, of Buffalo, N. Y.; 
Percy A. Atherton, of Boston, and Wil- 
liam R. Billings, of Brooklyn, at once 
repudiated the report, and then Mr. 
Taft launched a vigorous condemnation 
of the resolution. He termed it a “beau- 
tiful literary effort,” but an “insidious 
document.” 

Amid cheering, the convention adopt- 
ed a resolution drawn up by Mr. Taft 
setting forth that: 

“It is the opinion of this Unitarian 
conference that the war must be car- 
ried on to a successful issue to stamp 
out militarism in this world, and tha 
this Unitarian body approves thé 
measures of President Wilson and con- 
gress.” 

It was voted to send copies of the 
resolution to President Wilson and to 
the governor-general and premier of 
Canada as expressive of the sentiments 
of the conference. 

Rev. Mr. Holmes later addressed the 
convention, saying: 

“T have failed, and I am disappoint- 
ed and deeply grieved that I have fail- 
ed to draft a report that would ex- 
press the constructive intention of this 
conference. I am a pacifist and a non- 
resistant.” 


HABEAS CORPUS WRIT 
FOR LYMAN 15 DENIED 


Judge William T. Newman, of the 
federal court for the northern district 
of Georgia, yesterday refused to sign 
a writ of habeas corpus in the case 
of Dr. John Grant Lyman, financier 
and promoter, who is serving a term 
in the Atlanta penitentiary on convic- 
tions for misuse of the mails. The 
-court ruled that the two commitments 
Lyman, one in California 
and another in New York, did not re- 
sult in concurrent sentences, as the pe- 
titloner averred, since the California 
sommitment had been held in abey- 
ance by an appeal. On a broader 
point made, however—that all sen- 
tences should be reduced by a term 
served under any one of the sentences 
—the court announced that a motion 
for an appeal would be ranted if 
made at the proper time. t has not 
been announced whether this appeal 
will be made. 

One of the most striking figures in 
the court room Wednesday was Mrs. 
Lyman, the petitioner's comely young 
wife, who has resided in Atlanta since 
her husband's incarceration here, sup- 
porting her child and widowed mother 
by doing clerical work and giving her 
husband material aid in the prepara- 
tion of his fight for freedom. A trim 
little auburn-haired woman, attired th 
a blue serge suit and wearing furs 
and a jaunty black turban, she sat by 
the side of her attorney, John R. 
Cooper, frequently conferring with 
him and at times joining in the in- 
formal discussion, She showed §re- 
markable familiarity with the vari- 
ous tangles of her husband's involved 
case, which, as she told the court, “had 
been written on my heart,” during her 
long and brave fight for her husband.
